Plaintiffs want a judgment 
voiding the present districting, a 
mandatory injunction commanding 
the defendants to submit a district- 
ing plan in conformity with legal 
standards for the court's approval, 
and an apportionment of redisrict- 
ing of the county by the court if 
the supervisors fail to redistrict the 
county in conformity with legal 
standards. 


The present districting of the 
county, the suit alleges, is not 
based on any rational policy, is- 
wholly arbitrary, capricious and 
discriminatory and is violative of 
the privileges and immunities 
clause and the equal protection | 
clause of the 14th amendment of 


the U. S. Constitution. 


The complaint also charges that 
the state law which requires 25 per 
cent of the qualified voters of the 
county to petition for redistricting 
is unconstitutional.

registrars. 


Since these counties were singled. — 


out by the federal government as 
areas where the local registrars 
failed to register Negroes little 
opposition was expected.

Gen. Joe Pat- 
terson charged the federal law
